A movement is on foot among 
those who purchased property at 
Capital Hill, to the west of Ifdnon- 
ton, at the bend of the river, to 
have the street railway line ex- 
tended a mile beyond the city lim- 
its for their benefit. If the coun- 
cil should yield to the request, it 
might as well say good bye to any 
hope of success for the railway as a 
municipal enterprise. If the line 
is extended out into the country 
for the benefit of Capital Hill, why 
should it not be extended to twen- 
ty or thirty other subdivisions ? 
If the council should countenance 
the movement at all, it would have 
continual trouble on its hands. 
No line should be built for the sake 
of a population that is in) prospect 
in any particular part of the city 
or suburbs, ‘The municipality will 
have all it can do in serving those 
sections which are populated al- 
ready. 

Mr. Charles May, the retiring 
mayor, when in Winnipeg assumed 
for the time being the role of a 
prophet in regard to what the im- 
mediate future has in store for Id- 
monton. He looks for an increase 
of 8,000 in population in [907 and 
the erection of at least $5,000,000 
worth of new buildings. He is 
certainly well within the mark in 
respect to this last figure. ‘The 
record for 1906 will come within a 
short distance of $2,000,000) and 
that includes no single item over 
$100,000.
